RECORD CARDS ORIGINALLY MAINTAINED BY USAEC FOR 66 NATIVE 

OF MARSHALLS (PRINCIPALLY RONGELAP) WHO WERE EXPOSED TO 
FALLOUT FROM 1954 BIKINI WEAPONS TEST. CARDS COVER TREATMENT 
PERIOD OF 19 YEARS, STARTING IN 1954. CARDS WERE TURNED OVER 
TO DOCTORS AT JAPAN RED CROSS NAGASAKI ATOMIC BOMB HOSPITAL 
AND AT NAGASAKI UNIVERSITY. JAPANESE DOCTORS WERE SAID TO HAVE 
EXAMINED CARDS AND STATED THAT ISLANDERS MAY CONTRACT 
LEUKEMIA OR GENERATIVE ORGAN CANCERS IN YEARS AHEAD. AS 
CONSEQUENCE, GENSUIKIN NAGASAKI CHAPTER INVITED TWO RONGELAP 
ISLANDERS EROM GROUP OF 66 TO NAGASAKI LAST MAY, AND THEY ARE 
NOW RECEIVING TREATMENT AT RED CROSS HOSPITAL.
